M’KINLEY THEN AND NOW. 
In 18 9 1, when Major Wm. M c­ 
K inley was a free and independent 
citizen of the United States, he was 
opposed to the gold sta ndard and 
denounced the financial policy of 
President Clev ela nd in the following 
sca thing words: 
“‘During all of Grover Cleveland’s y ears 
at the head of the government he was dis­

tional a dv anta ge of the rubber sole 
is that it will giv e the horse a firmer 
hold upon wet or treacherous pa v e­ 
ments, and, by securing him a good 
purchase, enables him to go up or 
come down steep hills with a hea v y 
load far more easily than at present.

It is mainly through agitation of the 
subject by tourists th at the identifi­ 
cation book has become an accom­ 
p lished fact. 
The book of identification is a 
small, green p ap er-covered book of 
conv enient size for the p ocket. 
It 
costs onl}^ ten cents, and may be 
bought a t any p ost office. 
On the 
inside of the cover is p laced a p ho­ 
tograp h of the holder, tied in p lace, 
and fastened by a sealed ribbon. 
To 
this is attached the signature of the 
p erson. 
On op p osite p age is a dec­ 
laration signed by the p ost office 
official, stating th a t the p hotograp h 
and signature 
are 
genuine. 
Of 
course, 
the official witnesses 
the 
making of the signature and is easily 
able to determine whether the p or­ 
tra it is a likeness of the ap p licant or 
not. 
On the nex t p age is a full de­ 
scrip tion of the holder of the book, 
giv ing details as to height, eyes, 
nose, forehead, chin, mouth, color­ 
ing, hair, “ p articular m arks.” Thus, 
if a man has a w art on his noSe it is 
mentioned. 
Now follows a declaration to the 
effect th at “ on p resentation of this 
book and the signing of a receip t, 
any p ost office is required to deliver 
to the holder all mail m atter ad­ 
dressed to him. ’ 
It is necessary, 
however, th at the signature on the 
receip t shall corresp ond to the sig­ 
nature in the book, and th a t linea­ 
m ents of the p erson shall agree with 
the p hotograp h and the descrip tion 
given in the book. 
Two-thirds of 
the book of identification is made up 
of a series of receip ts arran g ed liko 
bank checks, which may be torn out 
and given in ex change for mail m at­ 
ter or money transm itted by mail. 
It is easy to see th a t this p lan is cal­ 
culated to save an immense amount 
of trouble. 
The jx >st office which re­ 
ceives the last receip t of a book of 
identity retains the stub of th a t re­ 
ceip t book, and if the holder of the 
book demands it, m ust issue to him 
a new book without requiring fur­ 
ther p roof of identity. 
The sheets of 
the book duly numbered are attached 
to the cover by a ribbon in the na­ 
tional colors of the country th at sells 
the book, and the two ends of the 
ribbon are fastened by an official 
seal. 
A lready the scheme 
has 
been 
adop ted by France, Italy, Switzer­ 
land, Turkey, the Argentine Rep ub­ 
lic, Brazil, Bulgaria, Colombia, Costa 
Rica, E gyp t, Greece, Liberia, Mex 
ico, Paraguay, Portugal, Roumania, 
Tunis, Venezuela and Chili.
